HOUSEGROUP 
APPROVES U. S. 
REUNION AID 


Military Affairs Com­ 
mittee Sends Haines 
Bill to Floor for 
Action. 


PRESIDENT TO 
NAME 5 MEMBERS 


The House committee on 
mili­ 
tary affairs has made a favorable 
report on 
the 
Haines resolution 
authorizing President Franklin I). 
Roosevelt to appoint a federal com­ 
mission of five members to coop­ 
erate with the Pennsylvania state 
commission in formulating plans for 
the observance of the 75th anni­ 
versary of the Battle of Gettysburg 
and the first official reunion of the 
Grand Army of the Republic an d 
the United Confederate Veterans. 
Recommending that congress pass 
the measure, the committee report 
declares that “this is to be the first 
official reunion of the Blue and Gray 
and it is mast fitting that it should 
be held in Gettysburg, one of our 
greatest national shrines.” 
Congressman 
Haines introduced 
the resolution in the House three 
weeks ago after President Roosevelt 
had requested he and Senator Guf­ 
fey. in the presence of the state 
commission, to present the measure 
to Congress for earlv action. 
Senator Guffey and Mr. Haines I 
decided to introduce the measure 
through the House 
The House referred the bill to the j 
committee on military affairs which ; 
in turn turned it over to the sub- 1 
committee for hearings. At the only 
public hearing Mr. Haines Paul L 
Roy. executive secretary of the state 
commission and C. A. Bixler, ap­ 
peared and urged favorable recom­ 
mendation citing the reasons for 
their endorsement of the measure 
nnd the significance of federal co­ 
operation in the 1938 program to 
be held in Gettysburg. 
Members of the sub-committee 
were particularly interested in the 
contemplated program here in two 
years and asked a number of ques­ 
tions. 
All information was given 
the sub-committee In detail after 
which Chairman Faddis announced 
through the Associated Press that 
he would report the bill favorably 
Thp full committee received and 
unanimously accepted the 
report 
from the sub-committee and im­ 
mediately reported it to the House. 
Speaker Byrns told Mr. Haines 
and members of the state commis­ 
sion that he would grant preference 
to the measure when it is reported 
to the House. 
Chairman Doughton of the House 
ways and means committee and an 
important figure in the House, also 
stated that the measure would pass
